$10 Million 
for Work on 
67-McMath 


Little Rock. May 21—(/I1)—About 


$10,000.000 will be spent on Highway 
G7 by the en dot' next year., Gover- 
nor McMath said yesterday. 


The governor made that promise 


in a letter to If. D. Wilson, automo- 
bile :uid touring editor of the Chi- 
cago Herald-American. Wilson re- 
cently predicted Arkansas would 
lose much of its tourist trade from 
the Chica.no area because of the 
condition of the highway. The road 
covers about li"0 miles from the 
Missouri line near Corning to Tex- 
arkana. 


The highway will be one of the 


best in the nation when present 
building plans are carried out, the 
gocernor wrote Wilson. The plans 
include expenditure of $1,500,000 to 
make the Little Rock-Bonton sec- 
tion a four-lane thoroughfare. Gov- 
ernor McMath told Wilson a con- 
tract will be awarded this summer 
for that job. 


The governor asked "Wilson to 


tell Chicago residents of plans for 
the highway construction 'and to 
ask them "to bear with'-Arkansas 
through two summers of construc- 
tion. 


"We are cognizant," the gover- 


nor wrote "of the fact that a great 
many of the tourists in Arkansas 
come from the Chicago area. 


"We believe they enjoy the scen- 


ery and recreation afforded here. 


"If they know we are correct- 


in gthe deficiency of this main 
route, I'm sure they will bear with 
us through two summers of con- 
struction." 


Construction fo rthis summer will 


cost $5,991,870, the governor said. 
Proposed projects for next year 
amount to $4,180,200.
